It is always the safer way to look at
thinga from the vantage-point of your
anemy, and that le what 1 have just done.
Germany does not see herself in the at-
titurle of defeat. Why on carth should she
Egive up everything she may guin for the
ske of a few months more of peacs when
ghe can do so well by herself nt the expense
of a few months mors of war?

Now, the second polnt: Will we ever bs
able to do better for ourselves than we
onn noyw? In the military sense, yes, In
the polftical sense, yes. In the moral sense,
Yea.

In the first place, the United States ean
Eet Ita army Into France and can kesp
and provision it there

In the mecond place, even If Goarmany
should defent Russia and release her ar-
mies and thosa of Austria, she could «not
fstand the straln which Britain, France and
the Unlted Stntes could bring to bear upon
her.

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SCHOOLS FOR BLIND SOLDIERS
To the Editor of the Evening Ledger:

Sir—Every reader of your paper who haa
contributed to the American-British-Bel-
glan blind rellef war fund will be glad to
learn how the members of the executive
committes of the A. B. F. B, now in Europe
for the purpose, are carrying out the plans
to salvage these pitiful wrecks of the war,

They have opencd &t 36 Rue du Chateau,
Neullly, just outside the gates of Parls, a
knitting school for married men, This house,
which ls surrounded by a large and shudy
garden, has been placed at the disposal of
the A. B. I, B, rent free for the duration of
the war and six months thoreafter, by
which time the last of the blinded Inmates
will have been trained and started {n busi.
nigss for himself. The place will accommo-
date twelve men at & time. It Is In charge
of Doctor Cosse, the eminent surgeon, who
I8 alno head of the military school for the
biinded st Chartres, He contributes hig
nervices.

The Inmates are plecked men, whoss In-
dustry and discipline are guaranteed, They
are iaught to make, by means of a special
knittiig machine, aweaters, socks and other
woolen urticles which are In great demand,
und therefore command a ready sale. The
period of Instruction lasts thres months,
During the last two weeks the man's wife
is allowed to come for Instruction as a day
pupll, mo that she canm learn to mid her
husband. A machine 1x given to each pupll
when he has completed his course. So far
twenty machines have been purchased, They
cont §160 each.

The peculiar advantage of this Inatitution
in that it teaches a trade that can b carried
on by husband and wife at home with the
greatest faollity. Together thoy easlly’ can
earn 300 franca ($69) & month, which In
France enables them to maintain themselves
and thelr children in comfort.

Tihe A. B F. B has also leased in Neullly
A large property at 27 Boulevard Vietor
Hugo, where blinded officers and others of
nuperior education who In private life wore
dootors, lawyers, magistrates, professors,
ate., and whose intellectual attalnmenta
take them out of the eategory of the brush
and mat makers and other adepts at pom-
mon manual labor, will be re-educated 1o fit
them to return to thalr former professlony
or to start afresh ns stenographers, typists,
commeraial represontotives, Insurunce
agents, interpretera. telephone operators,
tenchers In primary, secondnry and high
schools, engineers, eto.

Experience han dlactosed that this Institu-
tlon will il & very speclal want and |s
urgently needed. In recognition of this fact
some of the greatest professors in France
huve voluntesred thelr services ms teachers,
The rent ian being pald out of the private
means of one of the officers of the A, B, ¥
B, #o that the fund will be relleved of this
exXpense,
